. The  oldest  church  building  in  the  city  in  continuous  use  by  the  same 
congregation  - which  is  the  legal  successor  to  the  original  First 
Parish  established  in  1768. 

The  First  Parish  celebrated  its  200th  anniversary  in  1968  by 
sponsoring  an  apartment  building  for  the  elderly,  which  has  now 
been  occu’^ied  for  five  years.
